the Interest of good governm ent.

M issouri governor addressed a large 
and enthusiastic audience in the A cad­ 
emy of Music. 
H e spoke under the 
auspices of the City club, w hich claim s 
no connection w ith C ity party. 
G ov­ 
ernor Folk had an exceedingly busy 
day and his reception w herever he a p ­ 
peared during the day and evening was 
a flattering one. 
The crowd th at attem p ted to gain 
entrance to the academ y w as so g reat 
th a t the doors w ere closed before the 
m eeting began, sveral thousand prsons 
who could not get in w ere addressed 
by C lnty club speakers. 
W hile the 
curbstone m ass m eeting w as In prog­ 
ress G overnor Folk arrived and the a s ­ 
sem blage would not perm it him to e n ­ 
te r the building until he had addressed 
them . 
He m ade a short speech. 
W hen 
he entered the academ y th e n tir am b ­ 
ience stood up to welcome him. 
President B urnham . 
In 
explaining 
the objects of the club, said the org an i­ 
zation w as allied w ith no p arty : th a t it 
n eith er endorsed an y candidates, but 
stood ready to help any genuine move 
for good governm ent. 
He presented 
W ayne M acVeagh, who m ade a brief 
speech, 
introducing 
G overnor 
Folk. 
G overnor 
Folk 
said, 
am ong 
other 
things: 
The m ost conspicuous fact of m u ­ 
nicipal governm ent today Is th a t the 
governm ent 
is 
conducted 
by 
the 
few and not by the people. 
T here is 
m ore aggressive ro tten n ess and less 
aggressive 
patriotism 
In 
our 
large 
cities than anyw here else, 
lf the p a ­ 
triotism can be m ade as aggressive as 
the rottenness, the problem of good 
governm ent would be solved by the 
people taking the governm ent in th eir 
own hands. 
If corruption exists in 
Philadelphia the people are to blam e: 
if corruption is to be eradicated, the 
people alone can do it. 
The fight you 
are m aking here is a battle which will 
be felt by every tow n, city and state 
In the land. The benefit of a victory for 
good governm ent will be universal and 
the evil effects of a defeat will dem or­ 
alize those who believe in good gov­ 
ernm ent by the peopl. 
Th** average 
m an does not appreciate the solmn 
duty he owes his city, state and his 
country." 
He paid 
his respects 
to 
grafters. 
If a political p arty cannot get votes 
on the ground of patriotism . It has no 
right to ask for votes on the ground 
of partisanship. 
U nder our form of 
governm ent political parties are neces­ 
sary, for it is through them the citizens 
can come to agreem ents 
on 
public 
questions and announce th eir p rinci­ 
ples and Intentions, but political p a r­ 
ties should be the serv an ts of the peo­ 
ple. not their m asters. 
The boodler sells his vote and p ros­ 
titu tes his tru st for bribe m oney con­ 
tra ry to law, but the g rafter is alw ays 
a boodler. 
W hen those on the inside 
of any great financial concern divert 
the tru st funds for their profit, that 
is a graft against the law; when a 
class of m en have special privileges 
w hereby they can prey upon th® rest 
of the people, th a t is a graft th at m ay 
not be against and m ay even be p ro ­ 
tected by the law. 
The rem edy for 
corruption, bribery, g raftin g of every 
kind is to enforce the law. 
If the sy s­ 
tem is w orking an illegal gam e instead 
of trying to b®at the gam e, the better 
w as is to stop the game.

While it Is interesting to know the 
distance of some of the stars In miles, 
when stated in th at way the numbers 
are so large th at they frequently con­ 
vey very indistinct conceptions to the 
mind. For this reason it is custom ary 
to estim ate stars’ distances in “light 
years.” A light year is the distance 
that light, moving a t the rate of 180.300 
miles per second, travels in one year. 
This am ounts in round num bers to 
5,880,000,000,000 miles. 
Tin* distance 
of Alpha C entaur is 4.35 light years, 
th at of Sirius, the dog star, is almost 
exactly tw ice as great, or BJI light 
years. In other words, light require* 
8.0 years to come to us from Sirius. 
And those are among Hie very nearest 
of the stars. Souft? whose parallaxes 
have been rath er estim ated than m eas­ 
ured appeared to be situated a t a dis­ 
tance which light could not traverse 
in less than one or two centuries. The 
great star A rcturus, for Instance, has, 
according to Dr. Elkin, a parallax of 
only eighteen-thousandths of a second. 
Its distance m ust in that case be about 
181 light years, or more than a thou­ 
sand million million miles. And lf its 
distance is so great, then, since light 
varies inversely as the square of the 
distance from its source, it can be 
shown that A rcturus m ust actually 
give forth 5.000 or 6,000 tim es as much 
light as the sun yields. 
Yet A rcturus Is evidently much near­ 
er than the vast m ajority of the stars 
are. Not one In a million is known to 
have a parallax large enough even to 
be intelligently guessed at. There may 
be stars whose light requires thousands 
instead of hundreds of years to cross 
the space separating them from us. 
We thus see th at only a few points 
on the nearer shores of the starry uni­ 
verse lie w ithin reach of our m easure 
m ents—here and there a ju ttin g head­ 
land, while behind stretches the vast 
expanse over which the hundreds of 
millions of stars known to exist are 
scattered.

PERFUMES OF* THE EAST. 


T h * < r n * « t l e r a Mi-oumM T h e m K r u m 
t h * H o l y I.ii nil t o t l a r o p * . 
During the dark ages mid in early 
rn od larval times parfumes, with the ex 
ception of Incense for eerleginstlcnl use 
wen* almost Unknown, and the rude 
Saxon thanes and Norman barons and 
their spouses were quite content 'with 
tile smell of wood fires and ling! 
masses of roast or teethed meat and 
were not ut all solicitous to enjoy the 
pleasure of sweet odors. 
It seems 
have been the crusaders who brought 
from the Holy Land into western Eu 
rope the perfumes for which the east 
has from time Immemorial been re 
ttowned. 
The original home of per 
fumes was either rhino or Egypt. 
In 
the Inst named century the priests of 
the temple of Heliopolis used to offer 
every day to their divinity three kinds 
of perfumes, one in the morning, on* 
at noon and the third at night, the last 
being a scent composed of sixteen In 
geed fonts, forming an ensemble called 
knphi. Tile universality of perfumes In 
ancient Greece is known to every oui 
who remembers tile delightful descrip 
t!ons of the perfumed baths of Homan 
ladies In Bulwer's “Lust Days of Porn 
pell,” and from Hellas tile use of per 
Turnery spread to Rome, where, under 
the empire, almost every object was 
scented. 
Even tile standards of the legions 
were perfumed, and the velarium of 
the Coliseum when the emperor was 
present was dusted with aromatic pow 
der*. The successive Invasions of the 
barbarians led to the shutting up of tin 
perfumers’ shops with which the Eter­ 
nal City had alMHinded, and until the 
time of the Renaissance perfumery In 
Italy was only vended by a few apoth 
eearles. Its use. however, had not died 
out Iii Constantinople, mid at the fall 
of the Greek empire the Byzantine 
Greeks found that their Turkish con­ 
querors were as passionately fond of 
perfumery as they themselves were. 
8w«*et essences for secular use were 
first made an article of trade In France 
by one Bene or IMnaldo, a Florentine, 
who came to Burls In the suit of Cath 
erin* de Med leis, to whom the French 
people likewise owe the introduction of 
confectionery and lf malevolent rumor 
Is to be credited the confection of at 
least half a dozen subtle poisons.
